Election/Restrictions

I. Claims 1-10 and 59-61, drawn to a method and system for syndication of 
content, classified in class 715, subclass 516. 

II. Claims 1 1-30 and 62-63, drawn to a method and system for parsing, 
extracting and transforming data coded in a markup language, classified in 
class 715, subclass 513. 

III. Claims 26-40, drawn to a method and system for displaying a tree 
structure of a web page and dragging the contents of the tree structure 
into a template, classified in class 715, subclass 530. 

IV. Claims 41-45, drawn to a method for a content engine for managing and 
delivering localization and personalization rules for content and media 
assets, classified in class 715, subclass 500.1. 

V. Claims 46-58, drawn to a system and method for generating content by 
producing content targeted for a specific platform or receiver based on 
stored meta-data or run-time properties related to the content, classified in 
class 715, subclass 901 . 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions (I), (II), (III), (IV), and (V) are related as subcombinations 
disclosed as usable together in a single combination. The 
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subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. In the instant case, invention (II) has a separate utility 
such as a method of transforming a markup language document. 
Invention (III) has a separate utility such as a system and method of 
displaying the contents of a web page. Invention (IV) has a separate utility 
such as a method for managing and delivering content localization and 
personalization rules. Invention (V) has a separate utility such as a 
method for generating content targeted for a specific platform or receiver 
based on meta-data or run-time properties related to the content. See
